Red Men and Black. 


The Red Indians of Canada do not want 
the vote. The “Six Nations” have de 
cided to appeal to King George against 
their proposed enfranchisement.

The President of the Board of Trade

day. A conference was held last night 


‘after Sir Robert Horne had discussed the 


whole situation with the Prime Minister, 
but, apparently, no solution of the dead- 
lock was reached. The Government’s posi- 
tion is perfectly clear. It cannot accept 
the miners’ scheme to “pool ” the profits 
of the whole industry unless it assents to 
ad hoc legislation. It has declared time 
and again that no such legislation is pos- 
sible, and nothing has happened since the 
last coal strike to weaken its attitude on 
this point. Moreover, it cannot consent 
to any further extension of control. Sir 
Robert Horne told the miners yesterday 
that they must resign themselves to the 
fact that no further subsidy will be paid. 
Nevertheless, the Government ‘ cannot 
afford to ignore the serious consequences of 
a general stoppage, and Sir Robert Horne 
has offered to meet the miners again to- 
day if they desire another interview. 
In the meanwhile, the Miners’ Federation 
has ordered all its branches to cease gwork 
as from to-night. Some of the districts 
are strongly opposed to a strike, as their 
funds are exceedingly low and they recog- 
nise the fairness of the owners’ terms. 
Whether or not they will obey the 
order of their executive remains to 
be seen. Large numbers of miners 
have no stomach for a fight -which, 
as they know perfectly well, they must in- 
evitably lose. They are faced, on the one 
hand, with a reduction in wages of a few 
shillings a “week: The Times's Labour 
Correspondent asserts that in no case will 
the proposed fall represent less than a 90 
per cent. increase on the pre-war standard. 
On the other hand, they are faced with 
misery, starvation; and ruin. 


Defunct Ministries.

The Golden Apple. 


The prices of many articles of food are 
falling, but the “ profiteer”’ in fruit, like 
Tennyson’s brook, “goes on forever.” In 
this trade, as it seems, the ordinary laws 
of supply and demand are defied with 
absolute impunity: the consumer Phys 
heavily. when crops are small and net Jess 
heavily when they are abundant. Ireland 
ought to be a country of orchards; yet 
to-day apples cost tenpence a pound in 
Dublin. The native grower has been dis- 
couraged by a system of marketing which, 
as he asserts, leaves him at the mercy of 
an all-powerful “ring.” At this moment 
steamers are carrying thousands of tons 
of apples from Australia to England, but 
Covent Garden declares that the public 
must not hope for any fall in prices, since 
“the American supply has been below the 
average.” On the other hand, the ex- 
piring Ministry of Food says that America 
and Canada have produced a “record” 
crop. We cannot believe that the Ministry 
is dying with a lie on its lips. Last year 
the Western Australian Government com- 
plained that a London financial’ “ring ” 
was making millions out of Australian 
fruit. Surely the time has come for a 
strict investigation of the whole mystery 
by an impartial committee of the Board of 
Trade? It seems to be certain that some- 
body is robbing the consumer.

The writer of “ A Londoner’s Diary “ in 
the Evening Standard to-day says: “ There 
is reason to believe that men of moderate 
views in Lreland are making a fresh move- 
ment towards peace, in view of . the 
Premier's recent offer to discuss with them 
plans for the settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion. Prominent among them is said to 
be Lord Monteagle, who, with Sir Horace 
Plunkett and other liberal-minded L[rish- 
men, founded the Irish Dominion League 
in St. Stephen’s Green. Lord Monteagle 
looks on the Irish question frankly from 
the Irish point of-view, but, though he is 
neither a Sinn Feiner nor a Carsonite, 
he is in full sympathy with the construc- 
tive policies of both. He declares that 
the strategic unity of England and Ireland 
is essential for the defence of both, and 
is, therefore, opposed to the severance of 
Ireland from t Empire. The large 
majority of the Irish people, he believes, 
are now prepared for a settlement, which, 
he is convinced, can be reached. through 
the medium of a Constituent Assembly 
embracing the whole of Ireland, with the 
right of the Ulster representatives to hold 
separate sittings.” 

The Chief Secretary had a prolonged 
conference to-day with the Prime Minister 
in Downing street. Shortly after his de- 
parture Lord Stamfordham, the King’s 
Private Secretary, arrived, and spent some 
time with Mr. Lloyd George. It is under- 
stood that the Prime Minister has almost 
completed his arrangements in connection 
with the impending changes in the 
Government and that they will be pub- 
lished before Parliament reassembles. 
They are fewer than was at first ex- 
pected. 

The ex-Emperor Karl has been premature 
in his return to Hungary, since the Hun- 
garians, unlike the Greeks, have refused 
to receive their late monarch. It is pro- 
bable that the young ex-Emperor has been 
misled by his friends, for the step seems 
to have been taken without any possible 
chance of success. Even if Admiral Horthy, 
the present ruler of Hungary, and the 
Hungarians had agreed to receive him 
again as King, the Allies, particularly 
Great Britain, would never have con- 
sented. The escapade of the Emperor 
places him in a very awkward position as 
regards Switzerland, for he gave the Swiss 
Government an undertaking that he would 
not leave Switzerland for his own country, 
and thus imperil its neutrality. It is said 
that he may go to Spain, but he has to 
get there across hostile country. It is 
probable, however, that diplomacy will 
smooth his path, for the Allies do not 
attach any great importance to his person. 
He was not one of those responsible for 
the greatest crime of modern times. 


The German Ambassador, Herr Sthamer, 
has returned to London from Berlin, and 
his return puts an end to the hopes enter- 
tained in some quarters as to a prospect 
of the reopening of negotiations between 
the Allies and Germany. Herr Sthamer 
says that social conditions are better in 
Berlin than they were a year ago, but 
has little more to communicate. It is 
understood, however, that there is in 
Berlin a strong desire for renewed negotia- 
tions, but it is impossible to say how and 
when these can be brought about. 

Considerable amusement has been caused 
in London by a campaign urging the 
Londoner to drink more milk since it is 
good for him. The Londoner, as a rule, 
is not a milk drinker, for it seldom comes 
within his reach, but at the same time he 
is not foolish. Milk is now very dear, 
and, if there was a very largely increased 
consumption, it would become dearer still. 
If the producers of milk, meaning the 
farmer, want to appeal with any force to 
the public, they must reduce prices in the 
beginning. So long as it is tenpence a 
quart, or threepence or more per glass, it 
is useless telling people that they should 
drink more. 

No development in the outbreaks of 
foot-and-mouth disease in this country is 
recorded to-day, and the prompt measures 
taken by the Ministry of Agriculture will, 
it is thought, confine the disease to the 
two localities—Derbyshire and Birken- 
head—from which outbreaks were reported 
a few days ago. 

The coal conference is being watched 
with anxious eyes by many workmen in 
the North of England. Trade is so bad 
that many employers are only keeping 
their works open in order that things may 
not be worse by throwing out of employ- 
ment a large number of men. If a coal 
strike comes about, these employers will 
have to close down, and this will, of 
course, react heavily upon the manual 
workers. Many works are now running 
at a loss, and closing down will be much 
cheaper íor the owners. This fact. how- 
ever, is scarcely likely to be considered 
by the miners. The news to-night indi- 
cates little change in the situation, though 
it is recognised that Sir Robert Horne is 
doing all that lies in his power.

ARRIVAL CONFIRMED. 

Reuter’s Berne Go nt, telegraphing 
on Tuesday, says:—An agency telegram received 
here confirms the rumour of the errival of the 
ex-Emperor Karl in Budapest, The telegram 
says that the H —e Correspondence Burcan 
announces that the ex-Emperor Karl ‘arrived 
unexpectedly on Easter Day at Budapest. He at 
once visited the Regent, M. Horthy. After a 
ex-Emperor followed the 
advice of the Regent, the political leaders im 
Budapest, and the members of the Government 
to leave the capital. The Hungarian Govern- 
ment has taken all necessary steps to render 
possible the return of the ex-Emperor to a 
neutral country. Complete calm prevails in 
Budapest and throughout the country, where 
little is known of the ex-Emperor’s journey. 

According to a Vienna telegram of Tuesday's 
date, the Politische Korrespondenz gives the fol- 
lowing particulars of the arrival of the ex- 
Emperor Karl :—The ex-Emperor arrived in dis- 
guise on Saturday at Stein-am-Anger, where he 
stopped with a local clergyman. unt Teleky, 
Hungarian Premier, who was immediately sum- 
moned, urged the ex-Emperor not to carry out 
his intentions. On Sunday morning the ox- 
Emperor left by motor car for Budapest. Count 
Teleky followed in. a car, which arrived 
about two hours later at Budapest. M. Horthy, 
the Regent, who was taken completely by sur- 

rise, had a short conversation with the ex- 
emperor-King, and advised him to return to 
Switzerland. Late in the afternoon the ex- 
Emperor, accompanied by the Premier, left 
Budapest, but on the way he decided to remain 
in the country, and it is believed that he is 
still at Stein-am-Anger. 

During the conversations at Budapest there 
was some question as to the assent of the 
French Government to the return of the ex- 
Sovereign. The French representative, however, 
made it known that the Allies were opposed to 
the return of the ex-Sovereign to the throne.

EX-EMPEROR SEEKS POWER. 

Reuter’s Budapest Correspondent, telegraphing 
on Wednesday, says :—After General Lehar at 
Stein-am-Anger had refused to help the ex- 
Emperor, the latter left for Budapest, accom- 
panied by two friends. There he met the 
Regent, Admiral Horthy, and asked him to 
hand over his power. The Regent refused, and 
obtained from the ex-Emperor a promise to 
return to Switzerland. ; 

The ex-Emperor Karl left Budapest in the 
company of the Prime Minister, Count Telek, 
but stopped at Stein am Anger, pleading that 
he wes ill, and spent the night there ap- 
parently ih the belief that he might win over 
to his cause the troops garrisoned there. A 
strong contingent of the Budapest garrison 
os py the return of the ex-Emperor, as also 
did General Lehar’s troops. . 

Yesterday afternoon the British, French, and 
Italian High Commissioners in Hungary held 
a conference here to consider the situation 
created by the return of the ex-Emperor, and 
in the evening the British High Commissioner, 
as doyen of the Allied representatives, went to 
Admiral Horthy and reminded him of the 
decision of the Allies to oppose the restoration 
of the Hapsburgs. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 
Reuter’s Agency learns that, according to 
British telegrams, the return of the ex- 
Emperor Kar! to Budapest implies an intention 
on his part to restore the Hapsburg Dynasty, 
nd to recover the Throne of Hungary. The 
project failed completely. The manner in 
which he was received at Budapest has clearly 
demonstrated that his former countrymen do 


| not view the restoration of the Hapsburgs with 


any favour. The ex-Emperor has, m fact, only 
a very small following in Hungary, principally 
among the military clique, which is anxious to 
restore the itions whith it’ held under the 
Monarchy. The attitude of the British Govern- 
ment remains unchanged in that it is un- 
willing, under any circumstances, to permit. a 
restoration of the Monarchy. Great Britain 
does not. wish to meddle in the interna) affairs 
of Hungary, but realises that the restoration 
of Karl would lead to all sorts of international 
complications, and would compromise peace in 
Central Europe. A ‘Hungarian onarchy 
would, it is apprehended, pursue a policy of 
annexation, and bring down on iiself the can- 
certed and active opposition of all the States 
in Central Europe. The ex-Emperor Kari ap- 
pears to be at present at Stein am Anger, 
under a military guard, where he is awaiting 
a favourable opportunity to réturn once more 
to exile in Switzerland.

SERIES OF FIERCE FIGHTS. 


AFIUN KARAHISSAR TAKEN 
An official communiqué, isstied at Athens on 
Tuesday, says:—The Eleventh Division has occu- 
pied the town of Afiun Karahissar. The attack 
against the strong and organised enemy posi- 
tions extending from near Abghin to the defile 
of Karakuy, on a front of twenty kilometres, 
commenced this morning. By evening our 
troops had occupied the positions, and had 
emerged on the south side of the Karakuy de- 
file. The battle continues. The Southern Army 
threw the enemy back with heavy losses in the 
direction of Komieh. The Greek losses in the 
battle of Afiun Karahissar are relatively small. 
The following communiqué of yesterday's date 
has been received from the Commander-in-Chief, 
says an Athens message, dated Wednesday :—The 
Northern Army group attack against the enemy 
positions continues. On our left wing a furious 
ht is raging near the village of Arghin, in 
which bombs, rifles, and machine guns are being 
used. The hostile positions, already naturally 
strong, have been further strengthened by a 
triple range of trenches. Ground is being gained 
inch-by-inch by the bayonet. The enemy made 
ten counter-attacks, and defended himself de- 
sperately until the arrival of night put an end 
to the struggle. The enemy’s losses are im- 
mense. In front of the attacking sector of one 
battalion we counted four hundred killed, Our 
centre attacked the heights to the north of 
Tepin, against the enemy, who was well orgar 
ised had strengthened his ition with 
barbed wire entanglements. At half-past ten 
the point which is the key of the hostile position 
was taken by the. bayonet, and the enemy .re- 
treated towards the south. We captured five 
machine guns, three officers. and more than 
eighty prisoners: Our right wing, debouching 
from the Karakeni Pass, attacked the Kovalitza 
heights between Bozaghim and Kara Agoueh, 
os j continually gained ground.

The 
villagers were again escorted to the place, and 
were told that the sooner they completed the 
work the -ooner would they be free to go home 

The sec.nd trench having been dug, an armed 
escort saw the diggers to Shankill, which was 
reached about midnight. :

FIVE IRISHMEN CHARGED IN 
LIVERPOOL. 

A group of young Irishmen im the custody 
of the Lancashire County Police were brought 
before the City Magistrates at Liverpool yes- 
terday, charged with arson, conspiracy, and un- 
lawful possession of firearms and ammunition. 
The prisoners are Edward Joseph Hayes, James 
O'Malley, Bernard Meehan, John Pinkman, and 
Charles O'Gorman. On March 9th fires occurred 
at two farms at Little Crosby, and shortly 
afterwards the prisoners, who, it is alleged, 
were with other men in the vicinity shortly 
before the outbreak, were arrested coming 
from the direction of the fires in a breathless 
and exhausted condition after long running. 
Hayes had a fully loaded revolver on him, as

Evidence was given by railwaymen that all 
the prisoners were seen to aligft at the station, 
a mile from the scene of the outbreaks, some 
twenty minutes before the flames were observed, 
and that some of them were carrying parcels 
vuder their coats. 

The prisoners were remanded until to-day, 
when it is hoped to complete the case, so that 
if necessary they can be committed to the 
Assizes, which commence next week.

George ran out to the landing, but the thick 
smoke drove him back, and making his way to 
the window, he jumped out; Mylés Fitzhugh 
jumped after him, but Desmond was left 
behind. Mr. Richard Hall, a neighbour, brought 
up a ladder, and a man tried to get into the 
bedroom and rescue the boy, Desmond. He 
was driven out by the smoke and his hair was 
singed.

Tt was impossible to do anything, as the whole 
building was now completely in flames and was 
soon gutted.

GREAT RUSH TO UNITED STATES. 


Our Queenstown Correspondent, telegraphing 
last night, says:—Extraordinary scenes which 
have been witnessed at Queenstown during the 
past forty-eight hours are reminiscent of the 
pre-war years, when several thousand emigrants 
sailed from this port weekly for the United 
States. During the past three days upwards of 
1,000 emigrants have reached Queenstown by 
train from various parts of Ireland, princi- 
pally from the west and north-west confitics.

PASSPORTS FOR FRANCE. 


On and after the lst of April, according to the 
new tariff adopted by the French Parlhament, 
the tax for visa on the passports of travellers 
going to France will be raised from .8s. to £1. 

visa will be good for a whole year, and 
will cover as many journeys as the owner of the 
passport wishes to make to France during the 
course of that year. 

The visa is given gratis to persons going to 
France to visit the graves of their relatives 
fallen in the war, on condition that mention is 
made in the passport of the special pu of 
the journey. Workingmen have also a right to 
pay only the half tax, and in all genuine cases 
of travellers in poor circumstances having, to go 
to France hy necessity the Consul is always 
ready to use his discretion in granting reduc- 
tiong or exemptions of the tax. 

All residents in Ireland wishing to obtain 
visas for France should apply to the French 
Consulate, 32 St. Stephen's Green, hetween 10 
a.m. and 3 p.m. and on Saturdays between 10 
and 1. Photographs are no longer required, 
= usual cases, the visa is- given imme- 
diately. 


LECTURE ON MODERN 
FURNITURE. 


THE ESSENTIALS OF GOOD DESIGN. 

A lecture on “ Modern Furniture” was given 
by Mr. George Atkinson, R.H.A., at the meeting 
of the Architectural Association of Ireland on 
Tuesday last at 15 South Frederick lane, Dublin. 
Mr. J. ©. Dewhurst, F.R.1.B.A., President, 
occupied the chair. — 

The lecturer classified modern furniture into 
three types—(I) furniture of designs copied 
entirely or almost wholly derived from preceding 
styles of the periods of oak, walnut, mahogany, 
and satinwood ; (2) showy, pretentious furniture, 
cheaply manufactured, without regard for the 
essentials design, overloaded with 
ornamentation and glittering with pu 
mirrors; (3) furniture of design unrelated to 
historic precedents and of pronounced in- 
dividuality, the outcome of efforts to give ex- 
pression to the artistic conceptions of the pre- 
sent age, untrammelled by antiquarianism, and 
true to the qualities of traditional ign 
without imitation. The lecturer stated that 
essentials of good design in furniture were the 
consideration of the purpose intended 
tion and proper use of suitable material, and an 
interest in the beauty and effect of the whole. 
Beauty in furniture consisted in sound construc- 
tion, frankhy expressed in good proportion and 
ngs ra lines, with such orna:2entation as might 

introduced arising naturally as a finish or 
flower of good workmanship. He refuted the 
too prevalent conception of ornament as pretty 
details that might be put on for an elaborate 
piece of furniture or omitted for plain furniture, 
and that the artistic value of a design wag to 
be measured by the amount of carving and 
mouldings upon it. The lecturer expressed the 
view that the architect was in a position to 
exercise a favourable influence on modern furni- 
ture design, particularly in regard to fixed furni- 
ture in dwellings. ~ 

The lecture was, illustrated with numerous 
lantern slides. '.
